RUSSELL’S PATENT GAS-TUBES, &c, 
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Tue Marste Brock ror tur Scorr 
Sratut.—On Saturday, the huge block of 
marble commissioned by our eminent towns- 
man, Mr. Steell, for his statue of Sir Walter 
Scott, to be placed in the beautiful monument 
now on the eve of completion, arrived in Leith 
Harbour from Italy. This enormous mass 
of Bianco-Chiaro marble, as it is described, 
weighs upwards of twenty tons, having been 
cut from the celebrated quarries of Carrara, 
It was expected, we understand, some time 
ago, but owing to its almost unprecedented 
size, great difficulty was found at Leghorn for 
some time to procure a vessel for its convey- 
ance to this country. We understand it will 
be removed to Edinburgh in the course of the 
week. No fewer than from sixteen to twenty 
horses will be required, it is caleulated, to con- 
vey the block from Leith to Mr, Steell’s studio, 
in Edinburgh. The building of the superb 
monument will be finished, so far as its height 
is concerned, in the course of a fortnight, as 
the workmen are now only a few feet from 
the apex. Still a considerable time must 
elapse before the monument can be ready for 
the reception of the statue ; and we trust that, 
from the exertions of Mr. Steell, the statue 
will be finished within a short time of the com- 
pletion of that beautiful monument where it 
it is destined to be enshrined.—Scotch Paper. 


Lake Leman.—A process has been, for 
some time, going on between the cantons of 
the Vaud and of Geneva, on the question 
of the raising of the level in Lake Leman. 
This phenomenon the V audois attribute to the 
various constructions made, in the last twenty 
years, in the Port of Geneva, and on the banks 
of the Rhone within that city. Their demand 
goes to the demolition of two bridges, and 
of the new quays constructed at a great 
expense. The Genevese question the fact 
of the increase in the lake, and deny, at any 
rate, their assigned share in producing it. 
The matter has been referred to the arbitration 
of two eminent foreign engineers, and in 
case of further disagreement, will be carried 
for decision to the Helvetic Diet. It is 
asserted, that a similar claim was made against 
the Genevese, a hundred years ago by the 
Bernois, then possessors of the Vaud country, 
and that on that occasion the question was 
decided in favour of Geneva. 


Prosectep Rarnway ComMMUNICATION 
BETWEEN NEWARK AND THE METROPOLIS.— 
This undertaking, commencing on the banks 
of the river at Newark, passing through 
the towns of Southwell and Mansfield, and 
connecting at Chesterfield with the existing 
and projected Midland Railways, will form 
a continuous and direct communication between 
the agricultural and producing districts of 
Nottinghamshire and the South-Eastern parts 
of the kingdom on the one hand, and the large 
consuming towns and districts of West York- 
shire, Lancashire, Cheshire, and the port of 
Liverpool on the other. In the event of the 
proposed London and York Line being carried 
into effect, this railway will also form the con- 
necting link between Manchester, Sheffield, 
and the metropolis, and will afford, by means 
of the London and York line, the shorter com- 
munication from the metropolis to these im- 
portant towns. The engineer is Joseph Gibbs, 
Esq. 

Construction or Roman Arones.—The 
following dimensions of the Pont de Brioude 
are given in a letter from M. Seguin to Mr. 
Rennie, dated Feb. 27, 1827. ‘The ancient 
bridge was constructed by the Romans for the 
use of foot-passengers, pack-mules, and smal] 
carts drawn by oxen. Length of the arch, 
56 métres (==183-73 English feet); breadth, 
6 metres (=16°005 English feet); height, 
18 to 19 métres (==59-053 to 61-339 English 
feet). The arch was a segment of a circle, 
formed of voleanic stone of little consistence. 
The bridge gave way in the course of time, 
but was upheld for fifteen years by means of 
buttress-walls, 6 metres (==21°68 English feet) 
in thickness, and 10 métres (=32°3 English 
feet) in height; and also by bars of iron, fixed 
in the wing wall, and through several courses 
of the arch-stones. The structure finally fell, 


and anew stone bridge has been erected upon 
the same site, of which the following are the 
dimensions :—Opening of the arch, which is a | 
semicircle, 150°9 English feet; breadth of 
ditto, 24-7 English feet; height from the 
stream to the pavement, 83-7 English feet. 





| Causeway across THE Severn. — A 
writer inthe Hereford Journal proposes, what 
he acknowledges “in other times would be 

| considered an extravagant and chimerical 

undertaking, no less than the blockade of the 

Severn at the Old Passage.” He says, “ Let 

the Great Western Railway Company, the 

Severn Navigation Company, the contemplated 

company for a railway through Newport and 

South Wales, and the Post-office department 

| Of the government, unite for the purpose of 

forming a causeway across the Severn at the 
spot mentioned. After the proportion of ex- 
pense that each is to bear shall be decided on, 
the engineering part at the commencement is 
simple enough, by loose stones thrown over- 
board or sunk in tanks until they rise to high 
water-mark. ‘The part of the Severn above 
this breakwater will then form an immense 
lake of transparent water containing about 
14,000 acres or 22 square miles, below Glou- 
cester, the entrance to which, by vessels of any 
size, should be by a lock from the Wye at the 
narrow isthmus where the figure 3 (miles 
from Chepstow) is marked on the Ordnance 
map, which is only 300 yards across, and the 
mouth of the Wye will be a good roadstead 
or soft mud bed for vessels bound up the 

Severn. A weir would be formed on the 

breakwater of sufficient capacity for the river 

Severn in its greatest floods, and for the pas- 

sage of the salmon, and over all is to be a cause- 

way for a railway from Bristol through South 

Wales. The advantages contemplated by the 

proposed plan are as follows :—First, with 

respect to the Post-office communication with 

South Wales, the letters are at present detained 

in Bristol four hours after the arrival of the 

London mail, because the passage (always dan- 

gerous) can seldom be crossed in winter before 

daylight; but, exeluding this objection, Bristol 
alone would still be the London of South Wales, 
requiring the most direct communication with 
the principality. The navigation up the Severn 
would be greatly facilitated, as the water will 
always remain at the same level, with but little 
or no perceptible current, and the present 
‘boar’ up the river, with all the other annoy- 
ances occasioned by the rapidity of the tide 
be annihilated. The passage into the Severn 
lake by the Wye, being landlocked, would 
always be free from danger and difficulty, 
which cannot be said of the entrance to the 

Berkeley Canal; and last, the lake of trans- 

parent water would add greatly to the beauties 

and attraction of the neighbourhood.” 


Survey or tHe Istumus or TEenvan- 
TEPEC.—That a communication between the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans, through the Ame- 
rican Isthmus, would be of great importance 
to the whole commercial world there can be no 
question, but the difficuties opposing such an 
undertaking are greater than have at first 
sight appeared. Of the three parts at which 
a division of the isthmus has been proposed, 
that of Panamaseems at first most favourable, 
as it ig the narrowest; but, besides its bad 
climate, scanty population, and meagre re- 
sources, it has been estimated that the work 
would require the co-operation of several na- 
tions, and an expenditure of some 8,000,0002. 
At Nicaragua the distance is greater, but is 
intersected by a vast lake; yet the winding 
river of St. John, with its rapids and the 
mountain-chain towards the south, requiring, 
as some have stated, a tunnel to be driven 
through granite and porphyry, present great 
obstacles. The territory of Tehuantepec is 
considerably wider, but according to this sur- 
vey the practicability of the work is in an 
inverse ratio to the shortness of the distance, 
so that while it appears impossible at Panama, 
and immensely difficult at Nicaragua, it is 
comparatively easy at Tehuantepec. The 
advantages at this point are in the lagoons 
and extensive plains, good climate, a well- 
peopled country, rich soil, and abundant re- 
sources, the course of the Coatzacoalcos river, 
and its northerly situation favourable for 
vessels on their return from the Pacific.
